The  Boston  Red  Sox  Farm  System  now  embraces  at  least  one  club  in  leagues  of  every  classififcation,  from 
Class  D  to  Class  AAA.  Three  farm  clubs — Louisville  of  the  American  Association  League,  Lynn  in  the  Eastern 
League  and  Milford,  Del.,  in  the  Eastern  Shore  League  are  owned  outright  by  the  Red  Sox,  Other  affiliates, 
with  which  the  Sox  have  working  agreements,  are  New  Orleans  in  the  Southern  Association;  Scranton  in  the 
Eastern;  Roanoke  in  the  Piedmont;  Durham  in  the  Carolina  and  Oneonta  in  the  Canadian  American.
